CuaptTer III 


BoucHton Memoriat AssociaTion: That the 
Boughton Memorial Association, a corporation or- 
ganized and existing under the laws of the State of 
Kansas, be, and is hereby, authorized to erect and 
maintain a suitable building, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of War may prescribe, in and upon the 
United States military reservation at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, the plans of such building to be first 
approved and to be constructed in such location as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War: Provided, That the 
use of such portion of the ground floor of said building 
as may be necessary shall be given to the Post Office 
Department of the United States, free of charge, for 
the post office service of the reservation.

Greeting 


"THE VISION of Daniel Hall Boughton is an accomplished 
fact, the hope of each and every craftsman has ended 
in fruition. The temple is completed, the copestone sealed 
and Freemasonry in the Army has a home of its own, se- 
cured by title, and not by revocable license. 
~ The Daniel H. Boughton Memorial and Building As- 
sociation was incorporated May 18, 1918. The years 1917 
and 1918 were particularly gracious to the Army Bodies; as- 
pirants sought the degrees in numbers beyond the wildest 
flights of fancy. As money was received, the surplus over the 
immediate needs of the Bodies was donated to the Boughton 
Association. In 1919 the Association brought about the 
enactment of the chapter of the Act making appropriation 
for the support of the Army for the fiscal year 1920, as 
shown on preceding page. 

Moneys received were invested in Liberty Bonds and 
later architects were called upon to submit plans and eleva- 
tions of a building, to serve as a memorial to Daniel Hall 
Boughton, and a home for the craft. 

The plans of Charles E. Keyser were accepted by the 
Board, and later June 17, 1921, the contract for the construc- 
tion was awarded to the Baer Engineering and Constructing 
Company of Leavenworth, Kansas. 

The first spadeful of earth was turned by Ezra B. Fuller, 
33°, as evidenced by picture following. This statement 
must be accepted as verity, for the brother has, with his 
usual modesty, carefully abstained from displaying his 
features. . 

The work of construction proceeded in the usual man- 
ner—countless delaysin the receipt of material, changes in 
plan unforeseen at the beginning, inclement weather, and the 
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thousand and one petty troubles that are ever encountered 
in construction. 

On Thursday evening, June 22, 1922, the building was 
dedicated with the following program:

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Although other events ensuite the same evening 
prevented many from attendance, the auditorium was un- 
pleasantly crowded. 

The musical selections were splendidly: rendered by the 
choir under the direction of Brother L. C. Fairbank. 

The addresses of Brothers Fuller, White and Burdick 
are printed herewith. 

While the building 1s already occupied, there yet re- 
mains much to be done in finishing the club feature it is 
proposed to install at alater date. When entirely completed 
it is believed that the fraternity will have a home of which 
they will be proud, one that will be a credit to the craft, 
and a lasting memorial to the soldier, Mason and man 
whose vision made it possible. 

To yet one other brother must be given a portion of 
the credit awarded Brother Boughton. Sidney L. Hunter, 
for many years Master of Hancock Lodge, was the first 
Wise Master of Army Chapter Knights Rose Croix. His 
untiring devotion to the institution kept the craft at work 
and gave them proper instruction during the days of ’98 
and 799, days when the grinders were few. Genial, kindly 
Dr. Hunter, loved and respected by all who knew him. 

The work of the Directorate is practically at an end. 
While, as in every undertaking, errors have been committed, 
the Board is not without just pride in what has been ac- 
complished. 

In turning the building over to the craft, it is with the 
admonition a motto be adopted, nay more than adoption, 
adhered and lived up to: “Duty, not Degrees; Service, 
not Self; Masonry, not Money.”

Memories of Daniel Hall Boughton 
By Ezra B. Futter, 33° 


Mr. Toastmaster: We are met this evening to dedicate 
this building to the memory of Brother Boughton, K. C. C. 
H. It is not my intention to speak of him as a man and a 
Mason; that task has been delegated to one who is far better 
fitted than I am to speak on this or any subject. 

I first met Boughton in the fall of 1906, and as he lived 
next door to me and we were both Masons we naturally 
became intimate friends. He was at that time Senior 
Warden of Hancock Lodge. Doctor Hunter, that fine old 
Mason, was the Master. 
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In due time he became the Worshipful Master and it 
was at this time that he approached me on the subject of 
transferring my membership to Hancock Lodge. I then 
had been a Mason for 33 years and naturally hesitated about 
changing to another lodge. © 


Boughton, however, convinced me that it was to my 
advantage, masonically, to make the transfer. He said that 
I would undoubtedly be stationed here-for a number of 
years and that in due course of time I would be the Master 
of the lodge. In fact, he said he had a vacancy in one of 
the appointive offices of the lodge, that of Steward, and he 
would give me the position if I would make the transfer. 


I did make the transfer and in the winter of 1907 I 
was appointed Senior Steward of Hancock Lodge, the first 
office I ever held in Masonry. It was therefore due to 
Boughton that I took the first step in my official career 
as a Mason. 


At that time the Senior Deacon of the lodge was Bro- 
ther Herbert A. White, 33°, and the Junior Deacon was 
Brother E. E. Booth, 32°, both of whom are present with us 
tonight. ) 


Boughton was a powerful Master and left his mark on 
Hancock Lodge that has lived after him and will continue 
for many years to come. It was his wish to make Fort 
Leavenworth the Masonic Headquarters of the Army and 
his predictions have been nearly fulfilled for now we have 
over 1100 Masons on our rolls, scattered all over the world, 
and it can truly be said that the sun never sets on the 
Fort Leavenworth Masons. 

Boughton was relieved from duty at these schools, 
where he had been Assistant Commandant, in June, 1908, 
but his interest in the several Masonic lodges did not abate 
and he took a lively interest 1n it until the day of his death. 
I corresponded with him during all of this time, and he 
acted as our representative before the Supreme Council at 
Washington. 
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He died at Fort Huachuca, Arizona, on August 24, 
1914, and was buried at Arlington. I joined the funeral 
party at Kansas City and accompanied them to Washington. 

He was buried by the Washington Scottish Rite Chap- 
ter of Knights Rose Croix. During the ceremony the hymn 
which is the last number on our program tonight was very 
effectively sung by a quartet of the above mentioned chapter. 
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Freemasonry in the Army

I hate to begin a speech with an apology. In assign- 
ing me a subject to speak on tonight without my knowing 
what the subject was until this afternoon, I suppose you 
can readily understand that I would have been very glad 
to be excused from any speaking. When I see this magnifi- 
cent building to the memory of my brother, my heart is 
really too full for utterance. With the right that any 
speaker has, I shall speak very briefly upon Freemasonry 
in the Army in the past and I shall give you a very brief 
address showing what Masonry in the Army shall be in the 
future. It remains with us. Not having been prepared for 
this speech, I cannot tell you the conditions all over the Army 
as I should like to. I suspect most of the Army Lodges are 
flourishing. I have never investigated conditions to any 
extent anywhere except at Honolulu and Fortress Monroe. 
I can speak with respect to the Army Lodge in Panama. It 
was organized when I was there. It is in a flourishing condi- 
tion and making Masons every year. 

There is a little matter of which I wish to speak to you 

~and which will form the basis for my remarks. That is the 
Masonic Clubs. Some years ago when I was asked to join a 
Masonic Club in Washington, I wondered if there was any 
field for Clubs that was not covered by Blue Lodges if the 
Blue Lodges were doing their work, and I suppose that ap- 
peals to most of us, but the war hascome along since then. 
It appears tome that the Masonic Club has a great field 
of endeavor. I suppose a great many of you who were 
Masons at the outbreak of the war wondered how it was 
that this great institution should have so little recognition 
from the Government and the welfare work that was then 
starting forth in regard to the Army. Probably the history 
of that will never be told. This much was done: Brother 
Whiteton called a meeting of the Grand Masters of the 
United States. You all know that of the Supreme Blue 
Lodge Masons, 27 Grand Masters from the different states 
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met in Washington in October, 1917. It readily became 
apparent that it was impossible to produce any results. 
Some of the Grand Masters felt that they would be going 
against rights of the Order and would not surrender the 
state jurisdiction that would result in one head, so that 
meeting adjourned without being able to secure anything 
like unity of action among Blue Lodge Masons, and if that 
could not be secured by the pressure of the great German 
war it is hard to believe that any national action could be 
secured through the organization of Blue Lodges, but could 
be by the establishment of Masonic Clubs that are not hide- 
bound by any of these old landmarks, such as bind Blue 
Lodges. The Clubs would not be bound and would have 
a field of endeavor to secure uniformity. Any time this or- 
ganization could be made to be felt as a unit which it was 
not during the war. 


The other field of endeavor which was open to 
these clubs—by the way, before I start on that, I want to 
tell you about the Masonic Club of Army officers; Brother 
Reichmann was largely responsible for the Sojourners’ Club 
in Chicago. It has now spread to different posts and a year 
ago the Sojourners’ Clubin Washington, under the direc- 
tion of seven or eight head men, was the greatest Masonic 
organization I have ever attended. At the last meeting 
they tookin 80 members. They now have about 500 mem- 
bers, Army officers and Navy officers, members of the 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard Service. That is really a 
wide organization. One of the purposes of the Masonic Club 
is to supplement Masonic organizations. 


In the old days we had time to think about Masonic 
matters and all, get up and get their thoughts into form 
of a speech on some one thing that had appealed to them 
about Masonry and in that way gather for more or less of a 
social time, but today I am informed from the north, south, 
east and west, there has never been such an awakening of 
interest as at the present time and now thousands and 
thousands are knocking at our doors to be admitted, so 
that many of our Blue Lodges have become nothing but 
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degree machines. The work takes all their time in the 
Blue Lodge. They have a so-called form that—now, any- 
one here who is not a Mason does not need to worry that 
I am going to say something that they ought not to hear— 
but they have a short form of the third degree. I think 
I have seen as many as eight or nine men run through in one 
evening. The result is that the first eight candidates lose a 
great deal. Now, if they use that shortened form in 
their ritualistic saya certainly they are going to be short in 
tein sain: And ea they are going to be short of 
that old custom of older members getting up and telling 
what Masonry has meant to them and what its ideals are. 


You can now supplement this, and 1am not mentioning 
it in a spirit of criticism, but they have so many to admit 
that they have to do something like that, but they cannot 
crowd any more into the Blue Lodge meetings. In the 
Clubs they can take the time. A man can get up for ten 
or fifteen minutes, even in a social meeting, and give some 
ideas of what Masonry means and should mean. To illus- 
trate, | am going to give this little homily because it 1s 
especially applicable and I trust that the seed may fall 
upon some ground here and bring forth fruit. Take that 
one particular thing that appeals to you most in Masonry 
and you can yourself give a speech in any assembly that will 
be well worth while and, Brother, it must be done. We 
must learn to get on our feet and talk about these things. 


We are not a proselyting organization; we don’t ask 
anyone to come into our organization. If a man comes he 
must do it of his own free will and yet there was never a time 
when Masonry is needed as now. It is very discouraging to see 
the selfishness of the human race. In France, when I was 
over there, after we had conquered the war—we have not yet 
been able to conquer peace—I was so discouraged that I 
felt there was no use being a Mason, but I felt that it was 
only by Masonic truth; by the Masonic spirit that peace 
could come. The League of Nations was a failure. But 
when this minority has been assimilated by the majority who 
have the Masonic spirit, the world will be ready for the bro- 
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therhood of nations and then will be the time when we can 
succeed in those things that we desire. As long as we are 
not a proselyting body, we must be living our lives, let our 
light shine so that others will want to come in. Now, I 
give this little homily merely as an example of what each 
one may do. This is really the answer to why the building 
of Solomon’s temple could be so interesting. What is 
there that so appeals to man that upon the legend of that 
building men come together? I will speak rapidly and a 
great deal of my remarks are taken from Shaver’s Monitor. 
It is a Kansas book, and the best I have ever seen. 


You will remember from your records of the Masonic 
temple David was determined that the throne should be left 
to hisson, Solomon. Solomon ascended to his throne, you 
will remember, among the most favorable circumstances. 
He made his peace with all the people round about and then 
built the temple. We know that at the entrance of the 
celebrated building were great pillars; you entered into the 
sanctuary where the whole congregation could go; then the 
Holy place, then passing through this, the Holy of Hollies 
which contained the Ark of the Covenant. The walls of 
this temple were covered with figures of palm trees; the 
whole interior of that temple was covered with gold set 
with innumerable diamonds and precious stones. When 
this temple was completed it would have been supposed 
that the Jews would have been entering on a period of peace 
and a people controlled by the pure religion, but after the 
death of Solomon the people forgot their God and the his- 
tory of the Jews is one sad to contemplete. The nation 
consisted of the tribes of Judah and Benjamin. The de- 
scent of Israel was more rapid than that of Judah, probably 
due to the restraining influence of its temple, but with Judah 
disappeared not only the nation but the very people them- 
selves, and the ten lost tribes of Israel remain as something 
most pitiable. Judah outlived the Kingdom of Benjamin 
when she went the way of the erring flesh. The Babylonian 
King Nebuchadnezzar visited upon the unfortunate King of 
Judah all the wrath of his nation; laid the temple to the 
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ground, and carried the Jews away captive. Now human _na- 
ture is much the same, Jew or Gentile, Christian, Mohamme- 
dan, and no sooner had the Jews awakened to the realization 
of what they had lost (there are no pangsso great in this 
world as the pangs of remorse), and so today Iam going to 
ask you to take the Book, and turn to the 137th Psalm, 
the Lamentations of Jeremiah. It 1s impossible to under- 
stand how great are the pangs of the Jews in the days of 
affiiction. Remembering the things that she had of old, her 
people lifted up their voices and wept. Then the King out 
of the north saw the hand-writing on the wall. He author- 
ized the Jews to return to Jerusalem and rebuild the temple. 
We do not know the motive of Cyrus. At that time he was 
looking forward to the conquest of Egypt and he desired a 
place where he could have a secure place to retire after his 
battles. He may have wished to have the Jews as friends. 
Palestine was on the direct route to Egypt, which would 
afford him a “‘direct line of communication,” but whatever 
his motive the Jews returned to Jerusalem and began to 
reconstruct the walls, but now what a difference we find 
from the time of Solomon! Solomon was the wisest, the 
richest, the most powerful of rulers. But now all Solomon’s 
power and influence are gone and the Jews have to construct 
the temple without him and their enemies were numerous, 
and with one consent they gathered up their armies and sat 
upon the Jews and the Jews found it necessary to place 
watchmen upon the wall, and thelaborers upon the wall 
laid down their plumb lines and buckled on their swords and 
went forth to battle, returning weak, wounded, discouraged, 
and thus in toil and travail and despair at last the second 
temple of Jerusalem was built. 


I want to ask you if you see no analogy in the con- 
struction of that spiritual temple not made with hands. 
The analogy is close at hand and I suppose no Mason in 
sound of my voice, no one in the world who, when one 
touches the strings of memory, does not see his father’s 
face and recall his mother’s love and watchful care, and hear 
her lullaby. We aim to receive none into this or- 
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ganization unless they are just and upright before God 
and of good repute before the world. When I was an 
officer in the Masonic lodge I did not content myself with 
asking what kind of a man a candidate was but what kind 
of a boy was he, and what kind of a mother and father he 
had. ‘There are self-made men in this institution, we even 
have some whose boyhood memories are not brightened 
with memories of childhood’s happy home, but we have but 
few of them, and under the influence of the best kind of men 
we have begun building this spiritual temple. Not the 
wisdom of Solomon nor all his wealth and influence can pay 
for a father’s loving solicitude and the mother’s care. We 
began carrying on the work of building the spiritual temple, 
reared under the Father’s loving care, and though the walls 
of Solomon’s temple were adorned and covered with dia- 
monds and precious stones, it was as nothing to this spiritual 
temple of ours, which 1s set with a Father’s solicitude and a 
Mother’s care. The time comes when we go out; and in a 
few short years, how many of us, through vice and folly, 
sink into some disgrace, or foul habit, and our condition 
becomes more pitiable than that of the Jews in their cap- 
tivity to Babylon. Now, I don’t know the particular 
besetting sin of each; with some it isambition, others the 
dream of avarice; others, wine, women, cards, and song; 
some intemperance, some infidelity, or what not; each one 
knows for himself but each one lies bound and hopeless, 
more so than the Jews in the days of Nebuchadnezzar. Now, 
fortunate the man who realizes this condition and more 
fortunate if he resolves to re-construct this spiritual temple. 
- The same condition confronts him as in the building of 
the second temple. Solomon was gone with his power and 
riches, so the man is striving now without the care of his 
Father and Mother’s love and there is no foe that can 
work so successfully as the foe of this spiritual temple, 
the devil. He is a gentleman that is experienced in all 
ways; 1f he cannot win by brutal frontal attacks, then he 
will come up from the rear; he will come in the guise of 
friendship and love; nay, more, he will even invade the 
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dreaming hours, and through ascendancy which he acquires 
on the sub-conscious mind, he will try to control the waking 
hours. Now, in struggling against this, a man is indeed 
fortunate if he be forearmed, and happy is the man who 
is joined to an institution such as this, for he will find it 
ready to assist him, ready to call out, “Brother, the enemy 
approaches,” and in his struggles, will give him advice and 
counsel. This is the duty laid upon us as brothers. We 
are told that we are authorized to correct the irregularities 
of a brother and guard him, and, in the most sacred moment 
of Masonic counsel, help an erring brother and counsel 
him. Now, by this I do not mean that we are to butt in— 
that is apt to prove disastrous rather than otherwise. Men 
of our ages are pretty likely to resent interference in what 
we term our affairs, but words of counsel given in a tactful 
way and at the proper moment will be received thank- 
fully. If we are careful and discriminating in our solici- 
tude we can make this the greatest brotherhood of man to 
man that shall continue in the future as it has in the past. 

Now, I have just taken this one thought and elaborated 
upon it. Any of you can make as good a talk; most of 
you can do better. We must now at this time in the his- 
tory of the world get more Masonic ideals before the world 
than we have done heretofore. (Applause.) 
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The Man We Honor--Soldier, Mason 
and Man

Mr. Chairman, my Brothers and my Friends: Your 
committee in charge of these exercises tonight have bestowed 
upon me an exceeding great honor. On previous occasions 
you have greatly complimented me by inviting me to speak, 
but tonight it seems to me is the climax in the life of Ma- 
sonic interests here at this post. You have gathered here 
at this time if not to dedicate, formally at least to conse- 
crate this beautiful hall. It 1s certainly to anyone who 
admired the life and character of Colonel Boughton a great 
honor and privilege to be permitted to meet with you. 
For myself, it is a great honor that you have invited me 
to speak. It is a great privilege that I may be here with 
you to participate of a celebration in memory of the life 
of the man of this post. For you have assembled here 
tonight in the sacred name of Memory, and that, my friends 
and brothers, is the most wonderful faculty of the mind. 
It is the golden gift of God to man. It enables one to retain 
impressions made through the senses and to reproduce 
them even long years after by mental force alone. It 
brings back scenes of festivity and of joy. It recalls mo- 
ments of exquisite pleasure. It enables us to revisit in 
thought the gladsome places dear to childhood. It enables 
us to behold again the faces of dear ones long since gone, 
to hear their voices, see their smiles. It is the greatest 
of teachers, of counsellors, of monitors. It brings at times 
to the sorrowing heart the balm of comfort and of consola- 
tion, for in the words of an old time song, “memory is the 
only friend that grief can call its own.” 

In order that the lives and deeds and intentions might 
be perpetuated, material emblems, symbols and structures 
have been established even from the dawn of human his- 
tory. We call such physical aids to memory monuments, 
because a monument (from the Latin moneo, to remind) 
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says to all who behold it, the impressive word “Remember.” 
Thus it has resulted that mankind in order to preserve for 
posterity the memory of things that have been deemed 
important, valued or worthy, has erected landmarks, 
cairns, cromlechs, obelisks, pyramids, arches, mausoleums, 
statues, temples, and other structures innumerable, many 
of them, as civilization has advanced, of wondrous beauty 
dnd artistic design. In fact, using the term in its broadest 
sense and including within it books (for books are but the 
preservers and the reminders of deeds and thoughts), the 
greatest treasures of the world are its monuments. To 
destroy all the monuments of the world would be to destroy 
civilization itself. Monuments of worthy men and of worthy 
deeds inspire countless generations, and even amid the 
horrors of war to destroy needlessly a worthy monument 
is an act of barbarity and a sacrilege. 

Since monuments as aids to memory are thus of supreme 
importance, it becomes a holy privilege and a duty not only 
to preserve them but also, on fitting occasions, to establish 


them. Each generation of men is but a link in the chain © 


of human history. Each generation 1s the inheritor of the 
past and thereby becomes a monument to the future. “The 
memory of the just 1s blessed’”” was uttered thousands of 
years ago, and likewise blessed is the duty of preserving 
such memories. Over all this great country, today, are 
being erected, or in process of plans for erection, memorials 
for those rion in the recent World War made Sie supreme 
sacrifice. Only a few days ago, at the capital of our 
nation, a wondrous memorial was dedicated to that 
matchless American, Abraham Lincoln. Ages yet to come 
will recall memories and receive inspirations from all these 
holy shrines, and all who have had a part in their establish- 
ment have thus been permitted to indirectly become the 
benefactors for all time of the human race. 

But my brothers and friends, it is not alone the colos- 
sal deeds and names of history that deserve memory. Every 
good life and every good deed is worthy of remembrance, 
and sometimes the simplest and least studied act may by 


means of an adequate memorial become a lesson for all 
future time. Two thousand years ago, a sinful woman, in 
an anguish of grief and repentance, bathed with her tears 
the feet of the Nazarene as He sat at the table of Simon’s 
house in Bethany. The scandalized master of the house 
would have driven her forth, but He who looked into the 
souls of men said, ““Trouble her not, for wheresoever this 
gospel shall be preached, her act shall be told as a memorial 
of her.’”” That was the greatest memorial in all recorded 
time. Wheresoever Christ’s gospel is preached, in all the 
world, in every remote corner of the earth, among all peoples, 
in all the countless ages yet to come, her act of devoted love, 
in a moment of heart-broken contrition, shall be a memorial 
of her, and a monument to all who hear. 


In connection with the immediate lesson of this hour, 
this building in which we are now assembled is a monument, 
and we have come here at this time for the purpose of 
bringing our tributes of respect and love to the memory of a 
great and good man. A spirit of humility should dominate 
such an occasion since the messages are intended tobe an 
inspiration to those who are yet among the living. I am 
persuaded to believe that the sincere offerings of reverent 
memories are precious to those who have passed from our 
earthly sight. I feel that in some way, even beyond the 
golden portals of Elysium, the spirits of those who, in this 
life, were devoted to the cause in which we are engaging, 
are conscious of our veneration and love for them. Thoughts 
of gratitude brought to the sacred altars of Remembrance 
produce an incense that is wafted to the Isles of the Here- 
after. This, in truth, is the hope that has from time 1m- 
memorial inspired and strengthened the efforts of men. 
It is the hope that has made sacrifice seem cheap, and suf- 
fering even sweet. The soul, conscious of its immortal 
nature, abhors oblivion. Every man as he approaches 
alone, as all of us must, the supreme mystery, yearns, from 
out of the depths ofa vast loneliness, for the comfort of a 
loving remembrance. It is not a weakness, not a mere 
desire of pathetic human helplessness, but a natural wish 
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to live in the hearts of friends. It is a feeling that ennobles 
every worthy life. Men can die with courage exalted and 
sublime if they can by dying leave behind them imperishable 
memories. It applies equally to the most heroic and to 
the most tender experiences of life. ‘Westminster Abbey 
or Victory,” cried the heroic Nelson as exultingly he led 
his men in attack upon the Spanish fleet. “Here 1s rose- 
mary,’ said broken-hearted Ophelia, “That’s for remem- 
brance.”” Even the Divine Master, on the night that He 
was betrayed bade His disciples when they again partook 
from time to time of the bread and the wine, to do so in 
memory of Him. 

The chief importance of memorials, however, as already 
said, is that they may admonish and encourage others. 
Their lessons and appeals are directed to the souls of living 
men. On the hillock within the pass at Thermopylae 
where Leonidas died with his three hundred fellow Spartans, 
a monument was erected, with a marble lion. The Grecian 
assembly some time after the battle placed near the spot 
where the devoted band met their death, a short but 1m- 
pressive inscription: “Stranger, tell the Spartans that we 
lie here 1n obedience to their laws.’ And Lincoln, upon 
the dedication of the great memorial at Gettysburg, “It 
is for us, the living, to resolve that these dead shall not have 
died in vain.”” Memorial services and intended monuments 
that arouse no sense of obligation or duty in the mind of 
the listener or spectator are in vain. 

I have said that we have gathered here to honor the 
memory of “a great and good man.” ‘These words are not 
spoken because they may seem fitting and graceful for mere 
eulogy, but because they have been measured and found 
true. To be great as the world estimates greatness is not 
necessarily to be good, but to be truly good 1s to be truly 
great. We may erect monuments of marble and of bronze 
to preserve for the annals of men the names of those who 
by some unusual prominence or by some accident of birth 
or other circumstance have been designated “great;” but 
we should ever keep in mind that there is something greater, 
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higher, and nobler than that which the world, often in- 
fluenced by its pride and prejudice, designates as greatness. 
‘rue greatness is of the character, the soul, and can be 
discovered only by those who are drawn into a spiritual 
communion with it. Even as I speak, each of us can call 
to mind the memory of some form and face, out of the many 
who have preceded us into the Great Beyond, who 1s en- 
shrined within our hearts as one of the greatest men or 
women we have ever known. It is not because he or she 
was great in intellect, in fame or wealth, but because we 
found in him or her the qualities of kindness, honor, faith, 
and charity. Take not a single rose from the garlands of 
earthly glory, strip not even a leaf from the chaplets of 
fame bestowed upon those who by great achievement or 
heroic sacrifice deservedly won the title of benefactor or 
of martyr, yet do not deny that more precious memories 
can be left for men than those which may be inscribed on 
“storied urn or animated bust.” Honor and glory to him 
who in a just cause falls on the field of battle! yet we must 
not forget that it is a greater struggle, a greater heroism, 
to live a hero’s life than to die a hero’s death. The one may 
have fought but his ove fight, the other has fought a thou- 
sand conflicts with discouragements and temptations, even 
when often misunderstood and misjudged by those whom 
he best loved. Nevertheless he battled on, fighting the 
good fight until the end. That is the heroism, the manhood, 
that brings man to the standard that is divine. I repeat, 
therefore, that to be a truly good man, in a fine and manly 
and vigorous sense, is to be a truly great man. Some- 
where I have heard, and you, my brethren, here today, 
have likewise heard, these words “‘to be good men and true 
are the first lessons we are taught in our mysteries,” and 
one of England’s greatest poets has written: 
“Tis only noble to be good, 


Kind hearts are more than coronets, 
And simple faith than Norman blood.” 


If therefore I present to you at this time the story of 
a man who in every relation of life proved himself to be a 
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strong man, a kind man, a faithful man, a courageous man, 
and a man of simple faith, I believe you will agree with 
me that such a man was indeed a great man. I have 
time, however, to speak of but a few of the many things of 
his active life, and even many of these few things I have 
had to gather from the testimony of others, although some 
of them are a part of the public records of his country. I 
have, nevertheless, taken his story from the most precious 
sources. Wendall Phillips, in his masterly address upon 
Toursaint L’Ouverture, said: 


“Tf I stood here tonight to tell the story of Napoleon, 
I should take it from the lips of Frenchmen, who find no 
language rich enough to paint the great captain of the nine- 
teenth century. Were I here to tell you the story of Wash- 
ington, I should take it from your hearts;—you who think 
no marble white enough on which to carve the name of the 
Father of his Country.” 


Likewise, in repeating to you the story of Daniel Hall 
Boughton, I am taking it from the lips of his friends and 
brothers who best knew him and best loved him. My 
greatest debt is to Colonel C. D. Rhoades, who has supplied 
many of the facts and dates in Colonel Boughton’s life that 
I am using at this time. 


Daniel Hall Boughton, son of Nelson and Mary (Fisher) 
Boughton, and grandson of Reverend Hall Boughton, a 
Baptist Minister, of New York, was born August 27, 1858, 
in a little village of Southern Minnesota. His father, 
Nelson Boughton, was a farmer and an earnest, kindly 
man. He made the adventuresome voyage around the 
_ Horn to California in the exciting days of the discovery of 
gold, in *49. Like thousands of others, however, he did 
not realize his dream of wealth, and later returned to take 
up the life of the farm. He was brutally murdered in 1860, 
by an ill-tempered neighbor whom he had rebuked for 
cruelty to his family. At the time of his death, his little 
son, in whose name we have met today, was only two years 


old. 
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Four years later, his mother married Silas White, and 
in 1870 the family moved to northern Iowa, Daniel being 
then twelve years old. 


The immediate years that followed were years of hard 
work upon the farm, but years of positive and sturdy 
development. Boughton’s manly character and splendidly 
efficient services of the later years were no accident, but the 
result of a fine, wholesome vigorous training in early 
youth. He was fortunate in being reared in an atmosphere 
that inspired hard work, clean living, high ideals. His 
step-father was a man of the highest character, of an ex- 
ceedingly lovable disposition, yet one who believed in work, 
both physical and mental. Not a product of the schools 
himself, he nevertheless had a passion for education. He 
was a reader and student, and the meagre earnings of the 
farm were spent largely for books. The five children of 
the family, Daniel and his sister Angelina, and three other 
children born of the later marriage, including two boys, 
George and Herbert, both of whom are now honored officers 
in the Army, never knew the slightest difference 1n affec- 
tionate care due to two different fathers. It is a beautiful 
tribute that Major White pays to this father, now living 
at the advanced age of 85 years, when he says: “My 
father came nearer in his life to the one led by the Teacher 
of Bethlehem than any man I ever knew.” 


Amid such influences and under home instruction, 
supplemented by a course of study at Cedar Valley Sem1- 
nary, at Osage, Iowa, where he was recognized as an excel- 
lent and tireless arlene young Boughton grew to manhood. 
When he was nineteen years old, he was teaching school, 
walking every day four miles from his home to his school- 
house. This was in the year 1877, and it was the year that 
marked the turning point of his life. A vacancy occurring 
in his district for West Point, he won the appointment 
after a competitive examination, and soon after entered 
that renowned school of military science. Four years later, 
in 1881, he graduated with distinction, standing 9 1n a class 
of 53. Upon his graduation he was assigned to the Third

Cavalry in Wyoming, subsequently being transferred to 
the Jefferson Barracks, in Missouri. 

His whole career shows a never-failing energy, enthus- 
iasm, and devotion. In connection with his service at the 
Jefferson Barracks, the War Department records show a 
letter from Lieutenant Colonel Lawton praising him for 
notable perseverance and good judgment in inaugurating and 
maintaining, in the face of much local opposition, the 
first army canteen at the recruit depot there. 

In 1890 when he was 32 years old, he was detailed to 
duty at the Military Academy, first as Assistant to the 
Quartermaster, and later as an instructor in Law and His- 
tory. The same indomitable perseverance signalized his 
labors there. By arranging to meet his classes at the Acad- 
emy in the afternoon, he went down to New York each 
morning and pursued the law course at Columbia Uni- 
versity. In 1894, as a result of his legal studies, he was 
admitted to the bar of New York. Upon the completion 
of his detail to the Academy he was returned to Jefferson 
Barracks, continuing his law studies at Washington Uni- 
versity, at the nearby city of St. Louis. Two years later, 
or in 1896, he received his commission as captain, and the 
following year he was further honored by being graduated 
cum lande from the Washington University School of Law. 
This year of 1897 was still further memorable in his life by 
reason of his marriage to Miss Henrietta Wilson, a daughter 
of General Thomas Wilson, of the United States Volunteers. 

One year later, in 1898, came the war with Spain. 
Captain Boughton was ordered to Chickamauga Park and 
then to Tampa. Soon after he was sent to Cuba, par- 
ticipating in the battle of San Juan and in the siege of San- 
tiago. 

His record in Cuba 1s reported by no less an authority 
than that great American, Theodore Roosevelt. Early 
in 1899, after Roosevelt had become Governor of New York, 
he wrote to President McKinley as follows: 


“IT was an eye-witness of Captain Boughton’s cool 
courage and soldierly conduct at the extreme front in the 
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Santiago fighting and I speak of him with unreserved 
praise. He is as good an officer as there was in the cavalry 
division,—he led his troops 1n every charge. I cannot too 
highly commend him.” 

Returning from the Cuban campaign, Captain Bough- | 
ton was with his troops for a while at Montauk Point, later 
going on various short details to Fort Ethan Allen, in 
Vermont; to Jefferson Barracks, Mo., to Augusta, Georgia, 
and then to Fort Myer, Virginia. 

In 1900, the Boxer atrocities of China aroused the in- 
dignation of the civilized world. Asa part of the American 
Expeditionary Force, Captain Boughton sailed in July, with 
his squadron, from San Francisco, bound, as he supposed, 
for Tokoi, China. However, to its keen disappointment, 
the Third Cavalry, upon reaching Nagasaki, Japan, was 
ordered to Manila. Here in the Philippines for the next 
three years, Boughton was engaged against the insurrectos, 
displaying always the same fine qualities of a true idles 
and gentleman that had ever characterized his career. 

In 1901, he was Judge Advocate of the First Separate 
Brigade. In 1902, he was appointed Brigade Provost- 
Marshal, also Commissary General of Prisoners, and was 
placed in charge of civil affairs in General Bell’s important 
district. All who came in contact with his brilliant ad- 
ministrative work while he was filling these highly important 
positions bear unstinted praise of his ability and achieve- 
ments. His efficiency record of this period shows a letter 
from General Bell which says: 

“Captain Boughton is one of the ablest and best 
equipped all-around officers [| have come incontact with. 
He can be trusted and depended upon without reservation. 
He takes great interest in his work, has exceptional capacity 
for labor and is an able administrator,—he has rendered 
me exceptionally valuable service in the Philippine Islands.” 

You are all familiar with the appalling conditions of 
famine and disorganization in the islands after the pro- 
longed period of their six years of warfare. Rinderpest had 
killed most of the carabao and cholera was epidemic. In 
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this crisis Captain Boughton was treasurer of the ““War 
Emergency Rice Fund,” and despite all the troubles, vexa- 
tions, and complication of details incident to such expendi- 
tures, his final accounts were found correct to a penny. 
General Bell again wrote of him to The Adjutant General 
of the Army, “His service is of untold value to the admin- 
istration here.”’ 


In 1903, he was commissioned as Major of Cavalry, 
and this same year he returned to the United States. 


We now come to that period of his life which makes 
peculiarly appropriate this building erected here to his 
memory, and which will always be particularly cherished by 
his friends and brethren stationed at this post. 


From 1904 to 1908, he was on duty here, at Fort Leaven- 
worth, in connection with the Army Service Schools. As 
we should expect, the same high sense of honor to duty, the 
same fine manly courtesy, the same brilliant efficiency, that 
marked his service elsewhere, were manifested here. 


For a while, he was the Senior Instructor in the Depart- 
ment of Law, then Senior Instructor in the Department of 
Military Art, and finally was the Assistant Commandant. 
He will long be remembered here by his advocacy and 
establishment of the “applicatory system of instruction.” 


During these four years of notable service, he became a 
devoted and enthusiastic member and worker in the Ma- 
sonic fraternity. Although he became a Mason somewhat 
late in life, yet he brought into his Masonic relations a 
wealth of love and zeal. 


He was initiated in historic Hancock Lodge of this 
post in 1906. The same year, he became a charter member 
of the Chapter, and in the following year he became a _ 
charter member of the Council and also of the Consistory. 
In 1907, he was the Master of the Blue Lodge, also Venera- 
ble Master of the Lodge of Perfection of the Scottish Rite. 
In 1908, his last year here, he was Master of the Kadosh. 
I need in this instance only say of him as a Mason, that even 
as a soldier his work was good work, square work, true 
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work, just such work as it needed for the building of the 
temple. 

In 1908, he was detailed as a member of the General 
Staff Corps and was assigned to duty with the Army War 
College Division. Again, his record in this responsible ser- 
vice was distinguished, and perhaps his crowning achieve- 
ment was accomplished while on this detail, it being no 
other than a thorough revision of the Field Service Regula- 
tions, in 1910. , 

In 1911, he was promoted to the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel of Cavalry, and in the following year he was sent 
again to the Philippines.’ This detail had been requested 
by him, because he had made a special study of the prob- 
lems of the Far East, and at this time there was considera- 
ble talk of a second international expedition to China, and 
should this occur, he desired to have an opportunity to 
investigate certain matters at close hand. For two years 
he remained in the Philippines, strenuously active. He 
was now 54 years of age, the time of life when the maturity 
of his wide experience and mental powers were at their 
height, when he was yet able to do and accomplish much 
for his country and his profession. But, alas! the constant 
energy, over-energy doubtless, of an incessantly busy life 
broke down his health and strength, and soon after his pro- 
motion as Colonel, in April, 1914, he was invalided home. 
Several months in a hospital followed, and then he was at- 
tached to the Tenth Cavalry, in July, and sent to Fort 
Huachuca, in Southern Arizona. The change in climate, 
however, did not avail, and on August 24, 1914, the heart 
of the brave soldier and Christian gentleman ceased to beat. 

With him in his last moments were his devoted wife 
and his two half-brothers, Major George P. White, and 
Major Herbert A. White. 


His burial was made in America’s Field of Glory, 
beautiful Arlington, where lie entombed so many of our 
country’s heroes. 

My brothers and my friends, such is a part, only a part, 
of the story of a good man’s life taken from the hearts and 
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the lips of those who knew him day by day. I believe you 
also agree with me in saying that it is the story of a great 
man’s life, that is, the story of one who in every call of 
duty put forth his utmost strength for what he believed 
to be the right. Such a life is an example, a benediction, 
an inspiration. He was your comrade, your brother, your 
friend. Tributes melancholic and funereal his spirit, hov- 
ering o’er us in this hour, would not have us bring, but 
rather vows on our part of a steadier and more courageous 
battle line as we who are left fight against the forces that 
enslave and debase men. Even as the Norse warriers of 
old smote together their shields in clangorous inpact, and 
raised a mighty shout, in token of a comrade’s valor, when 
they believed his soul was wafted to Valhalla, so we, proud 
of our comrade’s and brother’s manhood, rejoicing 1n ne 
victory over the greatest enemies of lee men, would, 

a similar spirit commend his soul to God. 

This building, beautiful and spacious, has been erected 
to his memory. It is a monument to him, and a “monu- 
ment,” as I have said, ever says to us the word “‘Remember.”’ 
Every time we enter this hall, or see this hall, it spells to 
each one of us the word ““Remember.”’ 


What is it, then, hein this monument would have us 
remember? 


You will pardon me, I trust, if, at this point, I inject a 
brief personal reference. Many of you personally knew 
Colonel Boughton as an Army officer. I, however, per- 
sonally, knew him only as a member of a great brotherhood 
of which I am also a member. When he was an officer in 
that fraternity, I was also an officer in a nearby branch of 
the same order, and I often heard of his services in behalf 
of his brethren. I refer to the brotherhood often called 
the Order of the Builders, an order that traces its origin to 
the dawn of civilization, an order whose members in the 
middle ages adorned Europe with her beautiful cathedrals 
and other stately edifices which today stand as their monu- 
ments, the glory and pride of the world. It is an order 
that above all things emphasizes the existence of God, to 
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whom worship, obedience, and service are due. It is an 
order that is established upon the broad, ethical principles 
of the Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood of Man, and the 
Immortality of the Soul. It is moreover an order that 
teaches patriotism, and inculcates a sacrificial devotion to 
our country. Colonel Boughton was, then, a patriot and a 
builder, and I am sure that if we but listen at this moment 
to the still small voice within the spirit of that great and 
good man in whose name this building has been erected and 
in whose honor we have assembled at this hour, would say 
to us all: 

“Remember your duty as patriots, and as builders of 
the spiritual temple that every true man should erect to 
the service of God and.of his fellow-men.”’ 

Patriotism! | am speaking in a place whose very 
watch-word is patriotism, and I may again be pardoned if 
I venture to say that your comrade and my brother, in 
whose memory we meet, would point with fraternal pride to 
the long line of American soldiers and sailors, Army and 
Naval officers, who as brothers of that same order have made 
glorious. the pages of our history with their patriotic devo- 
tion. 

In 1752, George Washington, at Fredericksburg, Vir- 
ginia, wearing the uniform of a Royal Lieutenant Colonel, 
presented himself for initiation in that order. 


Colonel Paul Revere, who made his immortal ride; 
Colonel Peter Faneuil, who gave to the colonists Faneuil 
Hall, in Boston; Major General Joseph Warren, who died 
at Bunker Hill; General Israel Putnam; General LaFayette; 
General Anthony Wayne; General John Stark; General 
Baron Steuben; General Baron De Kalb; General “Light 
Horse Harry”? Lee; General Alexander Hamilton; General 
Nathaniel Greene, and General Francis Marion, all of 
Revolutionary fame, were likewise of the order. 


Commodore John Paul Jones, of whom the Board of 
Admiralty, in recommending the Resolution of Congress in 
his honor, 1n 1781, said, ““‘He hath made the flag of America 
respectable among the flags of other nations,”’ and the regu- 
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lar captains under him, Decatur, Dale, Preble, Tucker, 
Whipple, Nicholson, Hopkins, Onley, McNiel and Warren, 
were but a few of the naval heroes who were Colonel Bough- 
ton’s brothers. | 

General Andrew Jackson, of the War of 1812; Gen- 
erals McClellan, Hancock, Logan, Pickett, Garfield, Pike, 
and Smith, and Major McKinley of the Civil War, were 
likewise ““Builders.”’ 

Other patriots without number who builded and es- 
tablished this nation, only a few of whom time permits me 
to name: John Hancock; John Adams; Benjamin Franklin; 
Thomas Jefferson; Patrick Henry; John Marshall, the gréat 
Chief Justice; James Monroe; Henry Clay; Stephen A. 
Douglas; and Theodore Roosevelt, mentioning only the 
names of those who are no more on earth, also were of the 
order of which Colonel Boughton was a member. 

These are but a few of the patriots who worked and 
built our native land. Colonel Boughton remembered them 
and faithfully walked in their footsteps, and could he speak 
to you at this hour he would say, ““Remember your duty to 
your flag and country.” Finally, could the voice of our 
departed friend and brother be heard, and we may all 
hear it, in spirit, if we but will, it would say, I am sure, 
“Remember your duty to God and to your fellow-men.”’ 

I know there is a certain disposition on the part of 
some men to say that 1t makes no difference what a man may 
believe, the all-important thing is to see what he does. 
Such a mental attitude is, however, fundamentally wrong, 
and such an opinion is dangerous in the building of character, 
because as a man believes, sincerely believes, not what he 
may say he believes, regulates his life. It constitutes the 
plans and specifications of his spiritual temple. Thomas 
Carlyle said, “The religion of a man is the chief thing con- 
cerning him; not the creed to which he may assent, but 
what a man actually believes and acts upon.” 

Colonel Boughton’s life was built upon a solid founda- 
tion of right thinking. There is a pessimistic view of life 
that says that man is a mere victim of circumstances; the 
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individual is an atom of helpless weakness; the sport of 
chance and the caprice of fate. There is, however, the true 
builder’s view of life, that man is the master of his fate, the 
captain of his soul. ocucher manic a matter of choice 
and effort. 

Some thirty years ago, a new locomotive engine, a 
beautiful specimen of the latest mechanical and scientific 
construction, was delivered by the eastern manufacturer to 
a railway company at its yards in Pueblo, Colorado. It was 
a new type, big, powerful, and perfect in every detail of the 
builder’s art. From steam-dome to pilot, it glistened and 
shone with radiance, and its parts of brass and steel gleamed 
as if made of silver and gold. With admiration the workers 
gathered around it, and many were the speculations as to 
who should be the fortunate engineer to drive it on its 
initial run westward over the mountain pass. A few days 
later, when all was in readiness, proud and elated was 
George Burton, the selected engineer, as, late in the after- 
noon, he mounted the cab, looked back over the line of the 
passenger coaches of his train, and turned on the steam. 
Smoothly, gracefully, evenly, without a jolt or jar the great 
machine began its first trip. Soon it gathered momentum 
and the soft, low purr of its perfect action brought joy to 
the heart ef Burton, its driver. Some six hours later, 
under the light of a full orbed moon, the train began the 
great ascent of Tennessee Pass. 


Over the steep mountain-grade the rails are laid sat a 
series of hugh spirals, winding round and round in an ascend- 
ing line of diminishing circles like a great aerial stairway. 
As one looks upward from one of the lower tracks he may 
behold, thousands of feet above him, the continuation of 
the pathway to the summit. Titanic chasms and canons 
yawn on either side far below. 7 


Soon after the train began its ascent, the new and 
beautiful engine, pulling with conquering power, and re- 
sponding to every touch of its master’s art, Burton, glancing 
above, saw, to his horror, a wild freight car, having in some 
way gotten detached from its place near the summit, com- 
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ing down on the main single track! It was gaining velocity 


and momentum at every foot. The awful and inevitable 
consequence of that terrible menace flashed with the rapidity 
of lightning upon the mind of the engineer. Should that 
frightful mass with its increasing whirlwind speed but hurl 
itself upon his train, its every car would be thrown into the 
cavernous depths below and scores of human lives, men, 
women, and children, all under his care that night, ont he 
Ses cal 

The deadly peril demanded instant action. He did not 
fail. Turning on every pound of air for the brakes, he 
told his fireman to cut loose the engine from the train, and 
then to jump. As for himself, he stood at his post, threw 
wide open the throttle, and the liberated engine flew for- 
ward to meet its advancing foe, which in almost less time 
than words can tell was upon the engine with a terrific crash. 
Over and over, shot into the air with the force of the awful 
impact, down and down into the abyss went the engine, the 
descending car, and the engineer. Soon the mass crashed 
upon the rocks below, and all that remained was a jagged 
heap of twisted steel and iron, of splintered wood, of hissing 
steam, and the crushed and mangled body of the dead 
engineer.

Hours afterwards, when the body of George Burton was | 


tenderly lifted from the wreckage, strong men shed tears, 
thousands spoke his name with reverence, and a world 
applauded. Aut, not a single person inquired about the 
~ engine. Not a man even asked its number. 

The reason you well know. The engine was a mere 
machine! Beautiful, powerful, magnificent, but a machine! 
It had no freedom = self-action, no power of choice; it could 
only obey an order or impulse given it by some Saal 
force. It deserved no credit or discredit for what was done 
that night because it was only a machine. It could not 
act in any other way than that in which it was driven. 


The engineer, however, was of a machine; he was a 
man, and, because he had the power of choice, he could 
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have acted quite differently that night than the way he 

did act. He could have jumped and saved himself but he 

chose the better, the higher, the God-like way. O, my 

friends, ““He saved others, but he cannot save himself,” 

uttered in mockery two thousand years ago, without the 

conscious intelligence of the scoffers, gave voice to an eternal 

trath: .-y es; a-man;,’a real: man, can save others, ‘although. 
he cannot save himself in so doing.

An ancient 
Hindu fable relates that the gods having made man, and 
repenting that they had done so, lest he should learn of 
his origin and discover his divinity, consulted as what they 
should do with his divine element. One of the gods said, 
“Let us bury his divinity on the other side of the earth. 
He will never find it there.” “No,” said a second god, 
“man is a restless wanderer, a searcher over the whole 
world, he may find his divinity if we place it in the earth. 
Let us bury ‘it in the depths of the sea. Surely, he will 
never find it there.’’ There was a decided murmur of 
assent to this suggestion, but the wisest of the gods ex- 
claimed, “No, place it not even in the depths of the sea for 
man in his insatiate quest for knowledge may, in time, find 
his divinity even there.

Aavsforical 


In May, 1910, the charter members, as shown on the 
preceding page, petitioned the Grand Chapter of the State 
of Kansas for a dispensation authorizing the said charter 
members to form a chapter of the Eastern Star at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. The petitioners’ request was grant- 
ed, and a dispensation issued, authorizing the Chapter to 
work under dispensation up to and including March 31, 
1911. On June 9, 1910, a chapter was instituted by Sister 
Ida Kaufman, Grand Conductress of the State, under the 
name of Maple Leaf Chapter, U. D. 

At the time of institution, the following officers were 
appointed to serve during the period the Chapter was 
laboring under dispensation:

Under these officers, most efficient and desirable work 
was performed, regular and special meetings held, by-laws 
adopted, etc. Hancock Lodge No. 311, A. F. & A. M., 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., kindly tendered the use of their 
hall for the purpose of holding meetings. At the expira- 
tion of the dispensation, the membership had increased 
from 18 to 39. 

May 11, 1911, as a result of the good work performed 
by the Chapter, a charter was granted by the Grand Chap- 
ter of the State of Kansas, but it had been decided by the 
members of the Chapter to change the name from “Maple 
Leaf” to “Army.” May 18, 1911, Army Chapter No: 339 
was constituted by Sister Ida Kaufman, who is recognized 
as the mother of the Chapter, and who had been deputized 
by the Grand Chapter of the State for the purpose. The 
following officers were installed as the first regular officers 
of the Chapter, to serve the remaining part of the year:

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At the time the Chapter was constituted by the Grand 
Chapter of the State, it was the only Army Chapter in the 
world. 

The Chapter practically owes its existence to the untir- 
ing efforts of Sister Hulda C. Church and Brother Martin 
W. Rose, the first Worthy Matron and Worthy Patron. It 
was through the excellent work of these members that the 
original dispensation was granted, and their unceasing ef- 
forts for the good of the institution was rewarded by the 
granting of a regular charter. Material aid was also ren- 
dered by Hancock Lodge No. 311, A. F. & A. M., and the 
higher bodies of Masonry at Fort Leavenworth, who pre- 
sented the Chapter with a beautiful electric star, station 
emblems, and the officers’ badges. In fact, all the earlier 
members of the Chapter deserve credit for the successful 
formation of this Chapter.
